cellars, uoder benches of greenhouses or in 
sheds; wherever the the temperature of 50 
degrees can .be kept up throughout the 
winter. The beds should be made from 
November to February, according to the 
time the mushrooms are wanted, and it re- 
quires about two months for them to begin 
bearing. Secure fresh horse dung, free 
from straw and litter, and mix itin an 
equal bulk of loam from an old pasture 
with it. Keep this under cover, taking 
care to turn it every day to prevent heat- 
ing, until the pile is large enough to make 
a bed of the required size. Three or four 
= feet wide, eight inches deep, and any length 
il MUSHROOM BED. desired, are the proper propcrtions for a 
bed; but these may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and manure making the bed in layers and 
pounding down each with the back of a spade. Leave this to heat through fora few days and as soon 
as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make holes in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put 
pieces of the spawn two or three inches in diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expi- 
ration of a week or ten days the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a 
layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of two inches, and cover with three or four inches of hay, 
straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry Take special care, however, 
when water is given, that it be at a temperature of about 100 degrees.

Sow thinly 
and cover lightly with a fine sandy soil. Shade from bright sunshine, and water 
when necessary through a fine rose watering pot. Transplant to open ground when 
call danger from frost is over.

C. Sow from April to June cr in Auguet, ina een prepared ted of light coil, 
covering the seed lightly.

‘£. Sow in open border in April or May, and thin out or transplant giving each 
plant plenty of room. 


‘F. Sow any time in a pot prepared as follows: Let the pot be one-third full of 
drainage or bioken charcoal; over that rough siftings of mould, and the surface 
with very fine soil, half of which should be compored of fine, sharp sand; water 
with fine syrinkler; scatter the seed thickly over the surface, covering very lightly, 
keep frcm direct rays of the sun: As soon as the plants show the third leaf trans- 
plant into seed pans, three-fourths cf an inch apart, giving a little air to strengthen 
them, When the plants begin to touch each other they should be transplanted 
singly into small pots and keep them ina cool, airy part of the green house near 
the glass. Re-pot them when necessary. :

WEED SEEDS IN COMPOST, 


There is a popular idea that rotting manure in large heaps entirely destroys the 
vitality of weed seeds they may contain. This as regards many fully ripened seeds is 
a mistake. They are very hard, and even when they pass through stomachs of animals 
are scarcely at all injured for vigorous germination. Many weed seeds are distributed 
by birds, the seeds passing through the gizzard unbroken and growing wherever the 
bird casts its droppings, To suppose that such seed must be destroyed by the heat of 
a manure heap is plainly an error. In the middle of the heap, the heat may be 
sufficient to destroy vitality of the germ, but on the outer edges and the larger portion 
if the seed is made unable to grow, it is more apt to be by starting the germ and then 
destroying it. In this way a manure heap turned twice or more may have most of its 
weed seeds destroyed, if care is taken at each turning to put the outside of the previous 
heap in the center of the new one.

DIRECTION S--The long rounded end of the tube is inserted in the orifice of teat, when the 
milk will flow without the use of the hands. It is best to wet the Tube with a drop of milk or water 
before using. Remove the tube when milk ceases to flow. If in some cases the obstruction is 
farther up the teat than can be passed by the regular length, you should have a longer tube, and as 
it can be made any length, answers for all purposes. 
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
